Small Ones May Have 
Larger Mind Capacity Than 
Many Others. 


As the action of the brain has not, | 
as yet, been seen by man, no one at 
present know» just what It Is, beyond 
Its merely physiological or mechanical 
substance. It is said that the brain 
of the normal man contains over 300,- 
000,000 cells, and that about 3,000 are 
destroyed every mlnutt*. 
If this Is 
the case then a new brain appear» 
about once hi sixty days. The normal 
brain has a volume of 53 to 105 cubic 
Inches. The brain ot the Anglo-Saxon 
and the German, and of other civ­ 
ilized 
nations, averages the 
larger 
number, while the negro brain oc­ 
cupies a space of about 96 cubic 
Inches, and some Australian natives 
have brains of only about 56 cubic 
Inches. The male brain I» about 10 
per cent heavier or larger than that 
of the female. The most Intelligent 
animals 
have 
only 
about 
sixteen 
ounces of brains. 
The size of the 
brain, if It Is not below normal, does 
not appear to Influence the intellec­ 
tuality of Its possessor. 
Men with 
small brains may have larger mind 
capacity than some of those possess­ 
ing brains weighing several ounces 
more. It would appear then that the 
size of the brain, unless It be unusual­ 
ly small, has little to do with its 
quality.—Seattle Dally Times.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 6.—The 
; infliction of capital punishment in 
Missouri is forbidden in the bill of 
rights of the constitution as amend* 
eu by the constitutional convention. 
The section, governing the imposi­ 
tion of bail, fines and unusual pun­ 
ishment, and forbidding them, was 
amended so as to read: 
"Excessive bail shall not be requir­ 
ed, nor excessive fines imposed, nor 
death nor cruel punishment inflict­ 
ed." 
The report of the committee on 
preamble and bill rights was made to 
the constitutional convention last af­ 
ternoon by Chairman M. E. Benton. 
Most of the sections in the proe- 
ent bill of rights were adopted with­ 
out change. The committee reported 
back proposal No. 87 without recom­ 
mendation, there being a tie vote in 
the committee. 
Proposal 
No. 
87 
reads: 
"The reading of the Bible shall 
not be excluded 
from 
the 
public 
schools of this state.” 
The committee also reported back 
without 
recommendation 
proposal 
No. 237, which, as amended, reads: 
"The labor of a human being is not 
a commodity or article of com­ 
merce.” 
All proposals not embodied in the 
report and recommended by the com­ 
mittee were reported back to the con­ 
vention with 
the 
recommendation 
they be not passed. 
It is understood that Dr. W. H. 
Black of Marshall reserves the right 
to file a minority report on prohibi­ 
tion If he so desires. 
The first change in the present 
bill of rights is recommended in sec­ 
tion I of article 2 and is merely the 
addition of the state’s motto "salus 
populi suprema lexesto” to that sec­ 
tion. 
To section 4, outlining the purpose 
of government, the committee adds 
the words, 
"the 
pursuit 
of happi­ 
ness.’* 
Section 12, dealing with criminal 
prosecutions by indictment or on in­ 
formation 
is 
changed 
by 
adding 
"that the indictment or Information 
shall state in plain and concise lan­ 
guage the facts constituting the al­ 
leged offense.” 
Section 17 of the 
schedule of the constitution is 
ade 
an addition to section 12 in the fol­ 
lowing words: 
"Nor to prevent arrest and prelimi­ 
nary examination in any criminal 
case.” 
Section 14, dealing with freedom 
of speech, prtcs, libel, truth in Jus­ 
tification, 
duty 
of 
jury, 
etc., is 
amended by striking out the words, 
"and the jury', under direction of 
the court, shall determine the law 
and the facts.” 
Section 16, prohibiting 
imprison­ 
ment for debt, is amended by adding 
"provided that the legislature may 
enact laws for imprisonment for the 
wilful 
non-payment 
of 
Judgments 
rendered for maintenance and sup­ 
port of dependent wives and minor 
children.” 
Sections 20 and 21, governing the^ 
taking of property for private or 
public uses, are changed by taking 
of section 20 and adding to section 
21 the following: 
"And that whenever an attempt Is 
made to take private property for a 
use alleged to be public, the question 
whether the contemplated use be re­ 
ally public shall be a Judicial ques­ 
tion, and, as such, judicially deter­ 
mined, without regard to any legisla­ 
tive assertion that the use is pub­ 
lic.” 
Section 28, covering trial by Jury, 
was also amended.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Sept. 6. 
—"The need for tne completion of 
the state colony for the feeble mind­ 
ed and epileptic at Marshall, Mo., 
can not be exaggerated," Dr. G. P. 
Ard, health supervisor of state ele- 
mosynary institutions, declared here 
recently. 
“Hundreds 
of 
persons 
have aplied for admission to the col­ 
ony to which, in all humanity they 
should be admitted. 
A large num­ 
ber of persos who should be admit­ 
ted, are at this 
time 
in 
private 
homes and public almshouses, where 
they ^iay not receive the care which 
should be accorded them. They are 
those whose condition may be 
im­ 
proved by such facilities 
as 
are 
available in the colony, 
but whose 
cases, otherwise are hopeless. They 
will always remain tub-normal." Dr. 
Ard stated that the legislature will 
be asked tor an appropriation at its 
next session to complete tho Mar­ 
shall colony. 
Ind.scussing the 
problems with 
which the feeble minded 
confront 
the state, Dr. Ard stated thac, unse- 
gegated, they propagate with unusu­ 
al rapidity. 
Colonization, he avert­ 
ed, will partly meet the situation. 
“After this is accomplished," he 
asserted, “sterilization may be con­ 
sidered." 
“The trail of feeble-minderness is 
transmitted with certainty," he 
de­ 
clared," and the rate of increase is 
more rapid than in normal people." 
Dr. Ard has recently been devot­ 
ing much of his time to directing the 
state hospital for the insane at St. 
Joseph, Mo., where a vacancy has 
been left by the resignation of Dr. 
A. C. Vickery, 
formerly 
superin­ 
tendent there. 
Ho spoke with en­ 
thusiasm of plans for making 
the 
state hospitals more 
attractive 
in 
their decoration and furnishings. He 
has put his theory into practice at 
St. Joseph, where he has caused the 
receiving ward to be decorated and 
furniture installed which is calculat­ 
ed to produce a sense of refinement 
and homelike restfulness. 
Patients, 
he declared, respond to such an at­ 
mosphere. 
Barren walls and empty 
hallways, he asserted, only enhance 
the moribund condition of the 
pat­ 
ients’ minds. 
Occupational therapy, 
introduced 
only compartively recently in all the 
state hospitals for the insane, has 
already proved to be a signal bless­ 
ing, according to Dr Ard. By provid­ 
ing something for the patients to do 
it releases their minds from 
the 
brooding which results 
from 
idle­ 
ness. 
Patients who had previously 
seemed incurably violent, have ap­ 
plied 
theselves 
patiently 
to 
the 
crafts which are taught to them. To 
this class of patients, known as the 
“disturbed," 
occupational 
therapy 
hao proved manifestly excellent. 
The employment of many of the 
patients is reported to aid the state 
materially in maintenance 
of 
the 
hospitals.

Originality in the dispensing of 
justice is often a fine thing, provided it is 
plentifully mixed with common sense, but 
it is sometimes a dangerous thing also, as 
others who have practiced Judge Riley’s 
methods have learned to their cost. 
Per­ 
haps the publicity which is likely to come 
to a magistrate who practices these novel 
methods is in part responsible for the fail­ 
ure of some of them to retain the hearty 
approval of their 
communities. 
Perhaps 
that result is due to the fact that one who 
sets up as a dispenser of “elemental jus­ 
tice” as conceived by himself must needs 
be a very remarkable man if he is to avoid 
sooner or later the perpetration of some 
gross and peculiarly humiliating injustice 
of a kind not to be forgiven.
